horsemen In an uninhabited sec­ 
tion of the state, approximately 60 
miles from this town.

revealed 
that strong headwinds encountered 
«luring the latter part of the 4,000- 
mile flight aud the failure of their 
wireless necessitated 
the 
forced 
landing. 
"Our flight passed to and front 
alternating 
good 
and 
bad 
mo­ 
ments," Mujor Larre-Borges said. 
"Sometimes we struck headwinds 
and at other times we flew at ter­ 
rific 
speed 
unhampered by cur­ 
rents of any kind. 
"Tho first 12 hours of the flight 
after leaving Seville were general­ 
ly good- 
Up until 
the tim e we 
passed the Cape Verde Islands, wa 
bud encountered no real difficulties 
with the exception of extreme heat, 
caused partly by g«’neral weather 
conditions and partly by our en- 
glue. 
"After passing the islands, how­ 
ever, conditions were not so 
fa­ 
vorable 
Winds Cut Gas Supply. 
"To begin with, we met severe 
headwinds, 
which obliged us to 
consume more fuel than we had 
expected to. 
The plane acted mag­ 
nificently under these adverse con­ 
ditions, hut the winds cut down our 
gasoline supply to a serious de* 
gree, 
'About 4 p. rn. yesterday, we 
found that 
the 
consistent 
head­ 
winds had caused us to lose our 
bearings, and Lieut. Chillies and I 
decided to iiead for the nearest 
point of land and ask direct long. 
We also hoped to find a more fa­ 
vorable wind. 
"Both Lieutenant Cliulles and I 
were extrem ely tired. 
We finally 
struck land, and headed our plane 
towards 
Recife. 
We 
were still 
somewhat puzzled over our course, 
however, 
and 
when

night descended suddenly, our po­ 
sition became extrem ely hazardous. 
“At that moment we found our 
radio useless. 
Just what caused 
its breakdown I do not know, but 
there we were, flying over a wild 
territory unfamiliar to us, and ut­ 
terly uuuhle to get our bearings.
